In  compliance  willi  I  lie  provisions  of  the  Revised  Ordi- 
nances of  1961,  chapter  .?.  section  23.  the  amuial  report 
of  the  Boston  Police  Department  for  the  year  ending 
Decemher  31.  1970,  is  herewith  submitted. 

During  1970,  as  in  preceding  years,  the  work  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  accelerated  to  record  levels. 
A  continuous  rise  in  crime,  increased  criminal  activity, 
disruptive  incidents  of  street  violence,  and  multiple'  calh'd- 
for  services  to  the  public  all  contrilnited  to  the  taxing 
demands  on  pohce  facilities  and  manpower. 

While  endeavoring  to  anticipate  and  meet  the  broad 
challenges  of  these  varied  community  and  crime  problems 
in  a  realistic  and  intelligeni  manner,  the  department 
continued  to  move  ahead  with  on-going  programs  designed 
to  further  professionalize  the  police  service  and  to  insure 
the  pioliciency  and  competency  of  every  ollicer.  To  that 
end  planning,  research,  and  development  progressed  in 
the  areas  of  improved  police  training  and  education, 
better  facilities  and  equipment,  new  and  more  sophisti- 
cated investigative  techniques,  increased  coordination 
and  cooperation  with  other  police  agencies,  emphasis  on 
organized  crime,  and  numerous  other  speciahzed  fmic- 
tions.
